GSR-94(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 3 of the All India Services Act, 1951 (61 of 1951). 
the Central Government, after consultations with the Governments of the States concerned, hereby makes the following rules further 
to amend the Indian Forest Service (Pay) Rules, 1968, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Indian Forest Service (Pay) Amendment Rules, 1985. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force on and with effect from the 9th June, 1983. 

2. In Schedule HI to the Indian Forest Service (Pay) Rules, 1968 in the entries under the heading “C~Posts carrying pay above 

the time-scale under the Central Government when held by the members of the Service” in the table,— 

(a) in column 3, for the figures “1800-100-2000” wherever they occur, the following figures and words shall be substituted, namely— 

“2000-125-/2-2250 (Level I) 
or 

1800-100-2000 (Level ID”; 
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(b) in column 4, after the letters and figures ‘‘Rs. 300/-” wherever they occur, the following words and figures shall be added, 
namely :— 


“Subject to the condition that pay plus special pay shall not exceed Rs. 2450/*”.

EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

The Government of India had introduced the following two pay scales for the posts of and equivalent to Conservator of Forest 
under the State Governments carrying the pay scale of Rs. 1800-100-2000 :— • 

(i) Rs. Rs. 2000-125/2-2250. (Level I) 

(ii) Rs. 1800-100-2000. (Level D) 

Accordingly, Schedule IIIA—posts carrying pay above the time scale of the Indian Forest Service under the State Governments’ 
was suitable amended vide this Department’s Notification No. 16017/l/82-AIS(rV) dated the 9th June, 1983 published as GSR No. 
479(E) in the Gazette of India in Part II Section 3 Sub-Section (i) of the Gazette of India Extraordinary, dated the 9th June, 1983. It 
was suggested to the Government that in order'to enable the officers holding the posts of Conservator of F’orcsts of both levels being 
drafted in corresponding posts under the Central Government “HI ‘CT posts carrying pay above the time scale under the Central 
Government when held by the members of the service” the Government should make corresponding provision with effect from the 
9th June, 1983 so that the office(s concerned working in the Central Organisations do not suffer vis-a-vis their counter parts in the 
States. Accordingly, it has been decided that Notification No. 16017/1/82—^AIS(IV) dated February, 1985 should be given re¬ 
trospective effect from 9-6-1983. It is certified that it will not adversely affect any member of the Service.
